GRANBY — The Annual 
Town Election drew 604 voters 
to the polls on Monday to elect 
Planning Board, Selectboard 
and other elected officials, 
according to the unofficial 
results published by the Granby 
Town Clerk, Kathy Kelly- 
Regan. 

Of the two candidates for 
Selectboard, Richard Beaulieu 
won the seat with 374 votes to 
Stephen Chojnacki’s 205. The 
position has a three-year term. 

There were two candidates 
for the Board of Assessors, 
which has a three-year term. 

Dakota Richards won the 
position with 294 votes to can- 
didate James Healy’s 286. 

Richards also ran for a seat 
on the Planning Board, which 
has a five-year term. Candidate 
Nita Abbott won the seat with 
316 votes to Richards’ 265 
votes. 

The remaining races were 
uncontested. 

Lee Lalonde won reelection 
to the Board of Health, which

has a three-year term. He 
received 491 votes. 

Incumbent Lynn Snopek 
Mercier won reelection as the 
town moderator. The position 
has a three-year term. Mercier 
received 498 votes. 

Nicole Menard won the posi- 
tions as Town Collector with 
501 votes. The position has a 
three-year term. 

Incumbent Steven Nally won 
reelection as Town Treasurer 
with 462 votes. The position has 
a three-year term.

Officials celebrate designation of Lampson Brook Farm

BELCHERTOWN - Senator 
Eric Lesser (D-Longmeadow) 
hosted state and local officials at 
Lampson Brook Farm last week 
to celebrate the permanent protec- 
tion and stewardship of the farm. 

The act was signed into law 
earlier this year and sponsored 
by Senator Lesser. It now protects 
five separate parcels that make up 
the approximate 430-acre historic 
site known as the Lampson Brook 
Farm. 

Former Representative Thomas 
Petrolati helped secure the pas- 
sage of this legislation in the 
House as one of his final acts 
before completing his term. 


Lesser said he was in awe of 
the community’s effort to preserve 
such a “sacred space.” 

“What this does is establish 
a protocol and a board with the 
powers of state government to 
oversee the protection, conser- 
vation and preservation of the 
Lampson Brook property,” Lesser 
said. “This was a complicat- 
ed project...If you look behind 
us there is a wooded portion, 
which was under the Dept. of 
Conversation Authority, there is a 
farmer portion that was under the 
Dept. of Agriculture Authority, 
there was a working farm, an 
enterprise zone. There were five 
different parcels in total that had 
to be considered and you have a 
view of almost all of it from right

here.” 

He said with each parcel came 
different needs, ownership and 
expectations which took collab- 
oration to designate it a historic 
site. 

Rep. Jake Oliveira (D-Ludlow) 
spoke to that collaboration. 

“When I came to this farm 
during the campaign about 
seven or eight months ago, I got 
a tour of the arm from (Town 
Administrator Gary Brougham). 
He took me around this farm and 
Belchertown. It was an eye-open- 
ing experience, over the last 
couple of months I’ve become 
to feel like I am a member of 
Belchertown ... it’s been great

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Proposed updates to bylaws to be voted on at ATM

GRANBY -— Granby’s Bylaw 
Review Committee has put 
together a draft document of 
changes to the town’s general 
bylaws, which were approved for 
Town Meeting. 

The Selectboard is set to dis- 
cuss the Town Meeting warrant at 
its next meeting. 

The committee was appointed 
by the Selectboard in 2015 and 
has met more than 60 times since. 

Members have researched, 
reviewed, reorganized and revised 
the town’s general bylaws and 
recently, the committee held a 
public forum to review the bylaws 
and the major suggested changes. 


“After years of work we have 
come up with a document that 
we believe sets us up well for 
the future,” the committee pre- 
sentation documents state. “The 
Bylaws are a living document. 
We can change them at will. They 
are not set in stone once they are 
approved.” 

Among the many changes to 
the bylaws was the Annual Town 
Meeting dates, which, if passed 
at Town Meeting, will change 
from the second Monday in May 
to the second and fourth, if need- 
ed, Tuesdays to “help school and 
state issues,’ according to the 
Committee. 

The Finance Committee section 
saw several changes. Currently, 
the language states that the Town 


Administrator develops and pres- 
ents a balanced budget to the 
Selectboard, according to forum 
documents, and that the Finance 
Committee takes and can amend 
any way they want before Town 
Meeting. The Bylaw Committee 
has suggested changing the 
Finance Committee’s role to an 
advisory role as the town’s unbi- 
ased “budget watchdog” as sug- 
gested by several guiding agen- 
cies. 

The Town Clerk section lan- 
guage will feature an added list 
of responsibilities, and the Town 
Treasurer section will expand the 
explanation of duties and respon- 
sibilities. 

Drone regulations were added 
to the Regulations of Traffic and 


Motor Vehicles section, as well as 
language adding zero emissions 
vehicle parking regulations. There 
were also several changes to the 
tag sales and flea market regu- 
lations, including updates to the 
hours of tag sales, the number per 
year, and more. 

Significant changes were made 
to the Animal Control section, 
according to the presentation, that 
adopt new legislation related to 
Animal Control. 

These are “completely new 
regulations for the Town,” and 
almost all the bylaw additions 
were determined and directed by 
the legislation. 

Under Public Health and 
Safety, a nuisance “noise pol- 
lution” bylaw was added that 


restricts power tools and more 
from 10 p.m. to 7 a.m. and 
includes a long list of exemptions. 

Also, the list of fees was com- 
pleted removed, forum documents 
State. 

“If we ever had to change one 
of [the fees], it would have to go 
through a Bylaw change proce- 
dure,” the Committee presented, 
adding that this is “not very time- 
ly or efficient.” 

Many more changes were made 
to the bylaws and reviewed during 
the forum; no changes were made 
during the forum. A copy of the 
draft document 1s available on the 
town website. 





Soil Health program encourages soil health adoption 


NORTHAMPTON 
— American Farmland 
Trust, in partnership 
with the Massachusetts 
Department of Agricultural 
Resources and NOFA/ 
Mass, announced a comprehen- 
sive soil health program, incen- 
tivizing farmers throughout 
Massachusetts to adopt regener- 
ative agriculture practices with 
the goal of improving resilience 
to climate change and farm 
viability. The Massachusetts 
Coordinated Soil Health 
Program will focus on both 
organic and conventional farmers 
to better understand the current 
resources and practices being uti- 
lized. The program will encour- 
age the implementation of cover 
crops, no-till, nutrient manage- 
ment, and other soil health man- 
agement practices. 

More than 54% _ of 
Massachusetts cropland is ded- 
icated to hay or corn for silage 
(USDA). Meanwhile, vegetables 
are the second largest crop acre- 
age in the state. Yet, both the veg- 


etable and dairy industries’ estab- 
lished presence has not buffered 
the economic impact of declin- 
ing milk prices and a log jammed 
supply chain for vegetables and 
dairy products. With improved 
production methods and soil 
health practices, Massachusetts 
farms can strengthen their finan- 
cial standing and reduce the risk 
of climate change impacts, setting 
them up for greater stability and 
presence in our local food system. 

There are many barriers to 
implementing comprehensive 
soil health practices for any 
type of farm operation, wheth- 
er they be financial or techni- 
cal. However, there is consider- 
able interest from farmers who 
are not currently utilizing cover 
crops or reduced tillage in learn- 
ing about the benefits, and how to 
integrate these practices into their 
operations. The Massachusetts 
Coordinated Soil Health Program 
seeks to provide financial assis- 
tance including no-cost soil 
health assessments, free techni- 
cal assistance, and on-farm learn-

ing events to share information 
on no-till and cover crop ben- 
efits, to influence the likeli- 
hood of adopting these practices. 

“AFT is thrilled to help estab- 
lish a soil health program for the 
State of Massachusetts that can 
serve farmers and provide sup- 
port in their soil health journeys. 
Better soil health means greater 
yields, more resilience to climate 
change impacts, such as extreme 
weather events, and increased 
pest pressure. Improved soil 
health means increased farm via- 
bility and land tenure for farmers 
across the Commonwealth.” Dr. 
Emily Cole, New England 
Deputy Director. 

The program brings together 
a solid advisory team of farm- 
ers, soil health experts, and 
agency partners, all of whom 
provide knowledge and resourc- 
es on how to best provide the 
farmers in the Commonwealth 
with the financial and technical 
assistance necessary to over- 
come the many identified barri- 
ers. UMass Amherst Stockbridge 


School of Agriculture will be 
supporting this work by con- 
ducting soil health analysis for 
farmers interested in understand- 
ing more about the state of their 
soil’s health. 

“Soul health is a critical but 
also advanced area of understand- 
ing for both farmers and scien- 
tists. Projects like this provide 
a unique opportunity to not just 
study the science of soil health, 
but to actually see how the sci- 
ence holds up on the farm. That’s 
what we do in the Stockbridge 
School - we put science to 
work.” Dr. Masoud Hashemi, 
Extension Professor, Stockbridge 
School of Agriculture. 

“The organic movement is cen- 
tered around healthy soils prac- 
tices,” said NOFA/Mass Policy 
Director Marty Dagoberto. “We 
are excited to partner with AFT 
and MDAR in order to scale out 
these practices for the benefit of 
all farmers and our biosphere.”

Students help give vehicle new life

PALMER — From one depart- 
ment’s vehicle to another, Pathfinder 
Regional Technical High School stu- 
dents were able to transform a Ford 
Explorer from a police vehicle to 
one of the newest additions to the 
Belchertown Fire Department’s fleet. 

Belchertown Fire Captain Robert 
VanZandt, who is also a graduate 
from Pathfinder, said this one of sev- 
eral vehicles the department has had 
worked on by the automotive students. 

“We’re using the vehicle for admin- 
istrative uses, training, and some 
emergency response,” said VanZandt. 

Rather than purchasing a new vehi- 
cle, the department purchased the 
vehicle for its trade-in value from the 
police department. 

Students repaired rust, installed rear 


seats, painted the vehicle and other 
repairs to the 2014 Ford Explorer. 

Pathfinder automotive teacher 
Craig Sankey said the students get 
the opportunity to give back to their 
communities. 

“Our towns are responsible for our 
budgets, and we want to give back to 
them. It’s important for students to 
get this hands on learning experience, 
too,” he said. “This year with COVID, 
it makes the timing (of the project) 
tough, but we persevered. It’s been 
good to be in the shop for the year... 
This is one of the bigger projects.” 

He said while the program can’t 
guarantee a project will be done 
immediately, they can make sure it’s 
done well. 

“We make sure there is a quality 
product that is going to reflect the 
professionalism and industry stan- 
dard,’ Sankey said. “They’re proud of 


what they do and we strive to be that 
way. Anyone can teach shortcuts, but 
we teach the way that quality work 
should be done.” 

He estimated the project took about 
50 to 60 hours to complete by a group 
of about eight students. 

Pathfinder students Colby Kokosa 
and Colton Hudon were among the 
students who worked on the project, 
which they deemed “stressful.” 

“One of the things that was stress- 
ful was having the time to get this 
done,” said Hudon. “My sophomore 
year we worked on a Belchertown 
police vehicle, so this wasn’t my first 
time working on a project like this.” 

His classmate echoed his point. 

“T’m from Belchertown, so I know 
this is something I’m going to see 
every day,” said Kokosa. “I’m glad it 
was done in time.”

“Healthy soil is not only a fun- 
damental building block for all 
agricultural practices, but employ- 
ing healthy soil practices also con- 
tributes to climate change mitiga- 
tion,’ said MDAR Commissioner 
John Lebeaux.

Establish two on-farm soil 
health demonstration projects to track 
soil health changes and economic 
impacts and to serve as real-life exam- 
ples for other Massachusetts farmers. 

e Establish a robust database cat- 
aloging soil health status across 
the Commonwealth across a wide 
variety of production systems, soil 
types, and farming practices, helping 
to inform locally relevant agricultural 
research. 

e Provide farmers with no-cost soil 
health assessments and technical 
assistance. 

e Share the lessons learned from 
farmers, soil health evaluations, and 
project outcomes to generate resourc- 


es including videos, factsheets, soil 
health case studies and reports, pro- 
viding valuable information about 
soil health, climate resilience, and the 
economic viability of Massachusetts 
farms. 

Providing farmers with resources to 
build health soils is crucial in combat- 
ing climate change and maintaining a 
robust food system in Massachusetts.

One man killed in motor 
vehicle/motorcycle crash 


BELCHERTOWN- Authorities are 
investigating a motor vehicle crash on 
Route 9 in Belchertown that left one man 
dead on Saturday. 

Around 2:15 p.m. Saturday, May 15, 
a motorcycle with two riders traveling 
west on Route 9 collided with an SUV 
traveling east near the intersection of 
Ware Road and Enoch Sanford Road in 
Belchertown. 

The motor vehicle was engaged in a 
turn when the collision occurred. 

The operator of the 2018 Harley 
Davidson motorcycle, Niles Robbins, 
46, of Wales, was transported by heli- 
copter to Mary Lane Hospital in Ware, 
where he was pronounced dead. The pas- 
senger of the motorcycle, a 52-year-old 


woman from Charlton was Life-Flighted 
to UMass Medical Center in Worcester 
with serious injuries. 

Neither the operator of the motor vehi- 
cle nor the lone passenger were injured 
in the collision. Both parties remained 
on scene and cooperated with the inves- 
tigation. 

The incident remains under investiga- 
tion and no charges have been filed. 

The crash investigation is being con- 
ducted by Troop C of the Massachusetts 
State Police, the State Police Collision 
Analysis and Reconstruction Section, and 
the State Police Crime Scene Services 
Section. Troopers were assisted at 
the scene by Belchertown Police, and 
Belchertown Fire Department.

Solve noise pollution problem 


From time to time, many of us have suffered the 
scourge of noise pollution from high-decibel sound 
sources. In many instances, the police for one reason or 
another do not enforce the noise pollution laws. 

Letters to the press complaining about the problem 
evoke little, if any, response. Many sufferers have given 
up and suffer in not silence, but noise. 

Many seem to think that loud noise is just a mere 
nuisance. Nothing could be further from the truth. 

Loud noise in any form does have severe negative 
impact on the mental and physical health of people; 
such as headaches, lowered concentration, and increase 
in stress by promoting high blood pressure and other 
cardiovascular problems. 

Police are very zealous in the use of radar guns to 
catch and charge speeding drivers. It makes perfect 
sense for the police to use sound level meters (decibel 
meters) to catch and charge noise polluters. Just as the 
use of the radar guns motivates the police to go after 
speeding drivers and so helps keep down road acci- 
dents, so will the use of sound level meters motivate 
them to go after the noise polluters, such as motor- 
cycles driving on the town’s roads, seemingly with 
impunity to the senses of the residents in the homes 
they roar by. 

People can “soundproof” their homes, via acrylic 
panels in their windows, but why should they have to 
spend thousands of dollars to enjoy their peace? 

Doesn’t the town have ordinances for sound levels 
emanating from businesses? Yes, it does. 

Why can’t that be extended to noise pollution from 
vehicles? 

Sound level meters are as easy to use as radar guns, 
have similar purchase and maintenance costs and are 
just as robust if properly cared for. 

The mere thought that a policeman with a radar gun 
might be around the corner can slow down many driv- 
ers. What could a policeman with a sound level meter 
do to the noise polluters? So, BOS, equip your police 
with sound level meters and give your officers a means 
to enforce the laws against noise pollution.

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A dahlia fetish 


hile I always devote a portion 
of the vegetable garden to cut 
flower plots for the girls and I, 


last summer in par- 
ticular we really got 
into picking big, 
beautiful bouquets 
for the house. One 
flower that did par- 
ticularly well for us 
was the dahlia. I had 
four varieties total 
in varying sizes and 
color, and boy did 
these add a lot to 
the vase. I enjoyed 
harvesting them so 
much that I invested in a sampler pack 
from Old House Gardens mail order com- 
pany, as well as another couple varieties 
from local growers. I can’t wait to be sur- 
prised by what is in my sample pack. 

Today was the designated day to plant 
them. I was a little nervous because the soil 
temperatures have only begun to warm up, 
but I had the time so I did it and will pray 
for the best. Sometimes you just have to 
do what you have to do! Read on to learn 
about this unique flower. 

Dahlias are not hardy in our area. For 
that reason we wait until the danger of 
frost has passed to plant them. They can 
be started from seeds but most are grown 
from tubers of a named variety that was 
purchased from a nursery or mail order 
company. According to one source, there 
are some 50,000 named dahlia varieties! 
Flowers can vary in size from mignon sin- 
gles that are a mere 2 inches across to AA 
size which grow over 10 inches wide. 

Plant heights vary as well, ranging from 
six inches to 20 feet tall! Six different size 
flowers and 14 shapes are possible with 
colors that appear in nearly every shade 
except for true blue. Small varieties make 
especially good bedding plants, mixing 
well with other annual and perennial gar- 
den flowers. Large flowered types are suit- 
able “specimen” plants that stand well on 
their own in nearly any gardening situation. 
All are great and long-lasting cut flowers. 

Dahlias have the reputation of being 
“high maintenance,” probably because they 
need to be staked and pinched. They are 
also prone to insect and disease problems. 
None of this should dissuade you from 
growing them, however. Plant dahlias in 
full sun in fertile soil amended sparing- 
ly with compost and organic fertilizers. 
Most tubers are planted about three inches 
deep and one to three feet away from one 
another, depending on plant size. Providing 
enough air circulation between plants will 
help keep diseases at bay. 

Most gardeners install a stake at plant- 
ing time and attach the dahlia to it as it 
grows, beginning when it is a foot tall. 
Subsequent ties are made every 18 inches 
or so depending on variety. Without the use 
of stakes, large flowers will likely topple in 
the wind and rain, sometimes taking a good 
portion of the plant with it.

Pinching dahlias is another good prac- 
tice. When the plant has three sets of leaves 
gently remove its growth tip. This will 
encourage more branching and inevitably 
more flowers. Once blooming starts, it is 
important to cut away spent blooms on a 
regular basis; tubers will grow stronger 
because of it. Dahlias thrive on sufficient 
moisture, especially since they are shallow 
rooted. Furnish them with one inch per 
week during active growth. As the grow- 
ing season draws to a close, hold back on 
water and any supplemental fertilization 
you have been providing. This will give the 
tubers a chance to harden off before they 
are removed from the ground. 

Dig up dahlia tubers either just prior to 
or soon after frost hits. Leave a small por- 
tion of stem attached to the tubers; it is a 
great place to adhere a label. Take it from 
me, it is easy to forget a name over the 
winter months! Soil should be eased off the 
tubers with a spray of water before placing 
in storage. Choose a location to overwinter 
your tubers that maintain 40 to 50 degrees 
temps and 90% humidity. These condi- 
tions will keep them dormant and healthy 
until it is time to replant. Many people 
have good luck using a cold basement 
or root cellar; small quantities of tubers 
can be stored in the crisper drawer of the 
refrigerator. Placing tubers in damp peat 
moss, saw dust, shredded leaves or even 
ventilated plastic bags will help to prevent 
shriveling. Be sure to check on your tubers 
every couple of weeks throughout the off- 
season. Should you see shriveling, mist 
them with clean water and re-dampen the 
medium in which they were placed. If you 
see mold, bring down the temperature and 
humidity level. 

Some dahlias like to get a jump-start 
on the season by prestarting dahlias 
indoors. We have done this occasionally 
at Old Sturbridge Village, and I am always 
amazed at just how fast the plants grow, 
and how quickly they outgrow their pots 
and become leggy. If you attempt it, four 
weeks prior to the last spring frost would 
be soon enough. 

It’s my hope that you will venture into 
the land of dahlia growing and love it as 
much as I do!

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Granby School Committee approves preliminary budget

GRANBY -—- The Granby School 
Committee recently heard a fiscal year 2022 
budget presentation and approved the $10.7 
million preliminary operating budget. 

The proposed budget, which may still see 
several changes in the coming weeks, had a 
projected deficit of $727,617. 

A preliminary budget public forum was 
held on Tuesday, May 18. 

During the presentation, Granby Public 
Schools Director of Business Adam Tarquini 
explained where the deficit is coming from 
for the FY22 preliminary budget, adding that 
the “big contributors” to the deficit are the 
decrease in the required local contribution 
and a decrease in the additional town alloca- 
tion. 

“Compared to last year, we have about 
$130,000 less from required local contri- 
bution,” Tarquini said. “Up until FY20, the 
town was funding us at ($305,000) last year 
was the first time. For FY22, as of right now 
they’re planning on reducing it by another 
$100,000.”

to see how important agriculture is to the 
economy in Western Massachusetts,” he 
said. “The preservation of this farm for 
years to come is part of that legacy.” 

Belchertown Selectboard Vice Chair 
Jennifer Turner said the designation was a 
huge win for the town. 

Turner as well as Chair of the Board of 
Directors for the Lampson Brook Farm 
Parcel Jonathan Spiegel acknowledged the 
late Judith Gillian during their speeches. 

Gillian established the New England 
Small Farm Institute in 1978 as a nonprofit 
and began negotiating with the state for use 
and control of a portion of the Lampson 
Brook farm. 

Spiegel said the work done to preserve 
the parcel goes back many decades. 

“This area what you’re looking at 
here the farm, field activity has been in 
agriculture for centuries, it been part of 
Belchertown’s core. It’s never stopped... 
The effort to make this a continuous agri- 
cultural endeavor involved many people 
over a long period of time,’ he said. “More 
recently...in the 1970s as the agricultur- 
al portion of the (former Belchertown 
State School) closed, there was an effort 
to it active here and do it in some new

The actual town allocation to the schools 
is slated to be $8.2 million, according to the 
budget, and the school operating budget is 
$10.7 million, leaving a $2.5 million funding 
gap. Tarquini said that revenue offsets for the 
district are projected to be around $1.8 mil- 
lion, leaving a projected deficit of more than 
$700,000. 

“We’re not adding anything outlandish in 
this budget,” Tarquini said, adding that the 
budget is “operating at the bare minimum” 
with no new initiatives or asks. 

Proposed reductions to help offset the 
deficit would include several positions: 
one administrative assistant, three teacher/ 
instructional positions and four paraprofes- 
sionals for a total of $277,617. These listed 
reductions were not described as layoffs, but 
instead, as positions held by individuals who 
have notified the district that they will not be 
returning. 

With these proposed reductions, the deficit 
would drop to $450,000, and Tarquini said 
the schools will be going to the town “for 
some financial help this year.’ 

“We will continue to have talks with them

cally responsible way for the two of us, the 
town and the schools, to be able to solve the 
remaining deficit,’ he said. 

For FY22, the district will enter into its 
second year of a three-year transportation 
contract. The idea of a transportation fee to 
offset costs was discussed briefly, with mem- 
bers ultimately stating that the consideration 
of a transportation fee could be “a conversa- 
tion” to be had moving forward. 

School Committee Vice Chair Stephanie 
Parent asked if the group has contemplated a 
transportation fee in the case of being asked 
to trim the budget more, as the committee 
wants to keep cuts out of the classroom and 
interactions with the kids. 

“Trying to generate some other forms of 
revenue to help to keep the gap we see each 
year down, it’s a conversation to be had,” said 
Tarquini. “It’s difficult certainly in the time 
during the last 18 months to pay for services 
they’re accustomed to getting is difficult.” 

He added that the two forms of revenue for 
the schools are the circuit breaker and school 
choice, and school choice funding is going 
down. 

He said in the previous budget years, FY20

and FY21, the schools were able to avoid 
going to the town for additional funding. 

“Whether it was from some savings or 
surplus in our school choice account, some 
savings or surplus from the prior year’s oper- 
ation budget, we were able to solve for that 
deficit on our own. What I did say in both 
of those years is that this won’t be sustain- 
able,’ Tarquini said. “We won’t always be 
able to use (surplus funds) to help offset the 
entire deficit especially with rising costs like 
in-kind contribution, salary obligations.” 

The schools are now at the point of asking 
for an additional contribution from the town. 

Chair Jennifer Bartosz said the committee 
needed to vote on the matter in order to pro- 
ceed forward with the public hearing on the 
budget. 

“We made some recommendations for not 
replacing people who are leaving, but we still 
have a deficit remaining and we’re hoping 
to work with the town to close that,’ said 
Bartosz. “But in order to make it to a next 
step to have our public forum we need to 
have a voted on school committee budget.”

LUDLOW—Most college students will 
usually chill out for the rest of the day after 
taking a final exam.

soccer team this past spring, netted the 
equalizer for the Mutiny and the match 
ended in a 2-2 draw. 

“Even though I only played a couple of 
games for the Mutiny in 2019, I[ really love 
being a member of this soccer club,” said 
Gouvin. “This stadium is very close to my 
hometown and I’m really looking forward 
to playing a full season with the Mutiny 
this year.” 

Gouvin and several of her teammates 
have never lost a regular season match 
while wearing a Mutiny uniform. The 
last time they suffered a regular season 
loss was during 2018 season. The Mutiny 
played their home matches at several dif- 
ferent fields that season before moving into 
Lusitano Stadium at the start of the 2019 
campaign. 

“This stadium is the best home field in 
our entire league,” said second-year Mutiny 
head coach Jeb Booth.

The Mutiny players 
waited more than 670 days before playing 
another match because of the COVID-19 
pandemic. 

Booth wasn’t very concerned after 
watching his team fall behind by two goals 
early in the match. 

“T always believe that we will win every 
match,” said Booth, who also coaches the 
Fitchburg State University women’s soccer 
team. “I believe in them as a team and as 
players, so I don’t get nervous about things 
very often.”
